Materials and Orthopaedic Surgery. Dana C. Mears, B.M., Ph.D., 
Assoc. Prof. of Orthopaedic Surgery and Dir. Orthopaedic 
Research, Univ. of Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania. The Williams and 
Wilkins Co., Baltimore, 1979, 762 pp., 539 illus., $75.00. 

The text has 16 chapters, including: structure and properties of 
materials, mechanical behavior of real materials, dissolution of 
implantable materials, tissues of the musculoskeletal system, effect 
of mechanical force on tissues and cells, biological response to 
implanted materials, design use and care of implants, fractures 
and methods of internal fixation, clinical methods of fracture 
treatment, percutaneous pin fixation, instrumentation in spinal 
surgery, reconstruction of articular joints, clinical methods of total 
joint replacements, and supplementary implants in musculoskele- 
tal surgery. The introduction chapter is an excellent review of the 
development of inert materials and their application in the clini- 
cal situation, while the final chapter on future developments 
outlines the principal objectives for orthopaedic research during 
the next two decades. Some of the chapters have summary para- 
graphs, and all have comprehensive reference lists. 

Perhaps the most significant influence in orthopaedic surgery 
for the past 25 years has been the close cooperation between 
surgeons, biologists, and bioengineers. The application of im- 
plantable materials depends upon knowledge of the biomechani- 
cal properties of the musculoskeletal tissues and the kinematics of 
articular joints, posture, and other functional activities. This is an 
outstanding textbook that clearly identifies the indications and 
limitations of the implantable materials in a wide spectrum of 
current clinical problems. This excellent book should be a basic 
text for all orthopaedic residents, and should be in the library of 
all postgraduate surgeons who utilize inert materials in their 
treatment of patients.

This is a pocket sized handbook for the prescribing of antimi- 
crobial agents. It is organized by organ system; i.e., ear, nose and 
throat infections, class of antibiotic (the penicillins); anti- 
tuberculosis drugs, antifungal drugs, antimicrobial drug interac- 
tion, toxicity of antimicrobial agents, prophylaxis, dosage in life- 
threatening situations, renal impairment, dialysis, and the availa- 
ble vaccines. 

By making it clear from the outset that the suggested therapeu- 
tic measures are those of the author, he frees himself from discuss- 
ing every innuendo in the diagnosis or treatment and focuses on 
the meat of the subject. This handbook is well organized, rela- 
tively complete, to the point and easily read. This handy reference 
would be of use to anyone involved with prescribing antimicrobial 
agents.

After only a few minutes of examination, all of this suddenly 
becomes clear, and it is evident that this will be an extraordinarily 
useful reference book for those wishing to look into this area of 
clinical nutrition.
